A few veteran workers eligi- 
ble for retirement indicated 
they would not make the move, 
as did some young women 
stenographers, but other em- 
ployes were getting ready to 
board the special Pullman cars 
scheduled to leave Union Sta- 
tion for Texas at 5:40 p.m, to- 
day. 

About 50 employes were on 
hand this morning, and they 
were confused and worried 
about their jobs. 

These workers included 30 
in the sales and service depart- 
ment and freight traffic depart- 
ment on the fifteenth floor of 
the Railway Exchange building 
and 20 in the freight house on 
North Broadway. ’ 

Orders were given recently to 
top officers and division heads 
of the railroad by William N. 
Deramus III, who took over the 
presidency recently, to remain 
away m their offices and 
make themselves unavailable to 
employes, union representatives 
and the public, the Post-Dis- 
patch was told. 

‘High-Handed, Arbitrary.’ 

Meanwhile, George M. Har- 
rison, president of the Brother- 
hood of Railway Clerks, de- 
scribed the Katy’s action in 
closing its offices in the Rail- 
way Exchange building and at 
1600 North Broadway as “high- 
handed, arbitrary and precipi- 
tous.” 

Other union officials also de- 
nounced the manner in which 
the railroad shut down its 
offices here without any previ- 
ous warning to employes, who 
were stunned by the terse 
notice posted on doors yester- 
day telling them to report to 
Denison by tomorrow, ° 

“Why people want to handle 
their labor relations like this, 
I'll never know,” Harrison, who 
is in Houston, Tex., for a meet- 


ing of the union’s general chair- | 


men, told the Post-Dispatch. 
“It’s just the arrogance of some 
railroad officials. You can’t 
move human beings around like 
that.” 

Referring to Deramus, Har- 
rison said: 

“He has the background of a 
stormy petrel. We'll have 
trouble with him wherever he 
is.” 

Union officials said they will 
insist the Katy give St. Louis 
employes whose jobs have been 
abolished similar work at the 
same rate of pay in Denison, 
and that the railroad pay all 
expenses for moving employes 
and their families, in addition 
to’ providing boarding expenses 
or accommodations while they 
seck new homes.

(AP)—Homer Snowden, former 
Dallas (Tex.) oilman, was sen- 
tenced yesterday to four years 
in prison and fined $30,500 after 
conviction for violation of Se- 
curity and Exchange Commis- 
sion regulations in the sale of 
oil and gas land leases. 

United States District Judge 
Casper Platt dismissed a motion 
for a new trial. 
freed on bonds totaling $62,500 
pending an appeal. 

Snowden was convicted Feb. 
21 of violation of SEC regula- 
tions in the sale of leases for 
which he received more than 


The maximum penalty would 
have been 65 years in prison 
and $70,000 fine. 

Among those who invested 
in Snowden's get -rich - quick 
scheme, which involved frac- 
tional interests in oil and gas 
well leases, were Gil Newsome, 
St. Louis radio and television 
disk jockey; ‘Harold 
Grange, 
and now a sports announcer, 
and Orrin Tucker, band leader. 
(The Post-Dispatch described 
Snowden’s operations in a se- 
ries of articles last year, and 
told of his system of inducing 
widely known persons to invest 
in his scheme, then persuading 
them to assist him.) 

Tucker interested many of 
his friends in California to in- 
vest money in wells that were 
‘to be drilled near Brush, Colo. 
Assistant United States Attor- 
ney Charles Young described 
Tucker as “an unwilling agent” 
for the promoter. 
Snowden pleaded guilty last 
August of fraudulently obtain- 
ing $300,000 from a California 
insurance firm. Imposition of 
a California sentence of one to 
10 years has been held up 
pending action on a motion to 
have Snowden’s plea of guilty 
set aside.

Tonight, Egypt distributed to 
the envoys of seven govern- 
ments, including the United 
States and Russia, a detailed 
memorandum on the Suez ca- 
nal. There was speculation it 
concerned Egypt’s plans for op- 
erating the waterway.

“We talked about a great 
variety of subjects,” Dulles 
said, repeating more or less the 
same language he used at Ber- 
muda, “But there were no 
agreements on future policies 
in these areas.” 

He was asked if it was cor- 
rect to say therefore that each 
government had its own posi- 
tion. 

“The exchange of views was 
useful and it is more likely 
that there will be a common 
policy,” Dulles replied.

Jackie Ray Lawson waived 
extradition today at Columbus, 
O., after admitting he killed 
Mrs. Credia M. Mallady here 
last month, St. Louis police 
were informed. 
In a signed statement yes- 
terday to Ohio authorities, Law- 
son said he strangled the 29- 
Pear-old divorcee after a quar- 
rel Feb. 26, took the body to 
Ohio in the trunk of his auto- 
mobile and kept it in the trunk 
for a week. Then he dumped 
it in a creek eight miles south- 
west of Columbus, he said. The 
body was discovered March 16, 
but was not identified until last 
Saturday. 
Preparations for returning 
Lawson, a poultry worker, to St. 
Louis for grand jury action 
were begun after it was learned 
he had signed the detailed state- 
ment admitting the killing, and 
had agreed to return here. A 
manslaughter warrant was is- 
sued by Assistant Circuit At- 
torney Henry Fredericks. Po- 
lice planned to go to Columbus 
tomorrow for the prisoner, 
Follows Lie Test. 

The admission that he killed 
Mrs. Mallady was made after a 
lie detector test, at the Ohio 
state prison farm, indicated 
Lawson was making contradic- 
tory statements. His first ad- 
mission was that he took the 
body to Ohio, after finding Mrs. 
Mallady murdered. A_ short 
time later he admitted the kill- 
ing to Franklin county Sheriff 
Ralph Paul and Prosecuting 
Attorney Samuel Devine.

Charles J. Fleck, Appointee

CHICAGO, March 26 — 
Charies J. Fleck, who was 
given the lucrative fee job of 
Cook county public administra- 
tor following his work in be- 
half of Gov. William G. Strat- 
ton in 1952, resigned under fire 
yesterday. 


A telegram announcing the 
resignation was sent to Gov. 
Stratton at Springfield, Indict- 
ments charging Fleck and six 
other persons with conspiracy 
to defraud heirs of the $70,000 
Frank J. Rozanski estate were 
expected to be returned later 
this week in Cook county cir- 
cuit court. 

“I am shocked and amazed at 
the baselessness of the charge 
made against me,” Fleck, a vet- 
eran state Republican leader, 
said in the telegram. “Be as- 
sured that I am ready and 
eager to prove in open court its 
falsity, I hereby tender to you 
my resignation as public ad- 
ministrator of Cook county for 
the unexpired period of my 
term.” 

Indignant at Action. 

Fleck expressed to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter his indigna- 
tion at Gov. Stratton’s action in 
calling on him to fesign as ear- 
ly as last Friday — when first 
reports of the indictments 
leaked out of the office of 
State’s Attorney Benjamin S. 
Adamowski. 

Fleck questioned what proof 
the Governor had when the res- 
ignation was requested. He 
pointed out that the accusation 
remains to be proved, 

Fleck, who served as state 
liquor commissioner in the no- 
torious Dwight H. Green ad- 
ministration, was one of four 
lawyers reportedly named in 
the Rozanski indictments. 

The others are Assistant Pro- 
bate Judge James S. Montana; 
Theodore E. Zahler, who repre- 
sented Fleck in the estate pro- 
ceedings, and William R. Fried- 
rich, city attorney of suburban 
Naperville, who testified in 
support of an allegedly false 


sistant probate judge shortly 
before Fleck resigned. He said 
he needed the leave to assure 
“the time and effort” necessary 
for vindication. . 

Others Reported Indicted. 

Other defendants reported in- 
dicted are Mrs. Helen Compell, 
who made the allegedly false 
claim that she was Prozanski's 
daughter; her husband, James 
Compell, ‘and Joseph J. Lu- 
cania, Forty-third Ward Repub- 
lican committeeman and under- 
taker, The Compells live in St. 
Petersburg, Fla. 

Reports from the state’s at- 
torneys office indicated Mrs. 
Compell’s claim to the estate 
of Rozanski, a Polish tailor who 
died July 14, 1945, was upheld 
by Fleck’s office. 

The $70,000 estate, acquired 
by frugal living, was reduced to 
$49,397 after expenses. 

Both Lucania, who supplied 
Rozanski with a $3500 funeral, 
and Montana are from wards 
dominated by Chicago’s notori- 
ous west side bloc. 

Fleck reached his dtcision to 
resign following a lengthy con- 
ference with his attorney, Har- 
ry J. Busch, at Busch’s office.

would be analogous to federal 
jurisdiction over interstate pipe- 
lines in the United States. A 
pipeline treaty would: extend 
the principle of the Constanti- 
nople treaty of 1888, which 
guarantees free traffic in the 
Suez canal to all nations in war 
or peace. ’ 

He pointed out that the Iraq 
Petroleum Co. pipeline through 
Syria now is subject to arbi- 
trary action by the Syrian gov- 
ernment. That is the pipeline 
blown up by_the Syrians last 
November. 

A projected pipeline from the 
Iraqi oil fields through Turkey 
to the Mediterranean would 
probably cost more than the 
Suez canal, he observed. He 
said its cost would be billions 
of dellars. Investors would be 
reluctant to put up that much 
money without the assurance 
that would be provided by a 
treaty. 

Shouldn’t Change Mind. 


Discussing the present status 
of the UNEF at some length, 
Dulles said once a nation has 
given its consent a good argu-

Pressed for an opinion as to 
whether the UNEF mission has 
now been accomplished and it 
now has a new role of policing 
the old Israeli-Egyptian armis- 
tice agreement, Dulles noted 
that there was no assurance 
that hostilities will not break 
out again. Therefore, he con- 
cluded, it is not necessary to 
say that the UNEF’s original 
mandate has been exhausted. 


But the Secretary emphasized 
the word “arbitrary.” He said 
he meant by’ this that Egypt 
could not insist now on with- 
drawal of the UNEF without 
giving the other nations in- 
volved a chance to turn around, 
reappriase their positions and 


been accom- 


take necessary action in terms 
of the changed situation. 

On the question of free pas- 
sage through the Gulf of Aqaba, 
Dulles pointed out that the 
World Court could get the case | 
either upon a request for ad- 
visory opinion from the United 
Nations or else as an ‘‘adversary 
case” filed by a party to the 
dispute. The latter route would 
require advance agreement by 
both parties to 


Africa. Israel broke an Egyp- 
tian blockade of the waterway 
last November by seizing Egyp- 
tian gun positions on the shore 
of the Sinai peninsula at 
Sharm el Sheikh. Israel now 
has withdrawn from the coastal 
zone, and it is occupied by 
UNEF troops. | 

The Secretary said an ad- 
visory opinion would be pref- 


erable. But he declined to say 
how such an opinion could be 
enforced. A reporter inquired 
whether one party could go to 
the court afterward, if the 
opinion were violated, and 
ask for an injunction or some 
other relief. 

Dulles replied that the ques- 
tion took him a bit beyond his 
depth. He observed laughingly 
that he used to spend a lot of 
hours and get a lot of dollars 
for answering questions like 
that. 

Waits for Report. 

Dulles used the term “cau- 
tious optimism” to describe the 
United States attitude toward 


Gamal Abdel Nasser. But he 
added that the State Depart- 
ment still was in the dark as 
to what has been happening in 
the discussions. He.said he ex- 
pected Hammarskjold to make 
a report in a few days. 

It would be conducive to 
tranquillity in Palestine if the 
UNE.F. could station itself 
astride the armistice demarca- 
tion line, Dulles said. He added 
that his arrangement seemed to 
have been called for by the 
U.N. resolution of Feb. 2, which 
said the force would be sta- 
tioned on the line. Since a line 
is of no measurable width, 
Dulles contended, the force 
would have to be along its sides. 

Dulles said it looked as if the 
canal would be open for most 
vessels within two weeks. Those 
that have passed through water- 
way thus far have paid tolls 
directly to the Egyptian canal 
authority, but United States 


ships have no instructions as 
to how to pay, he said.

Failures Expected. 

Failures of this sort can be 
expected and have no particular 
significance: There have been 
successful test firings of Jupi- 
ter, but none of Thor. 

The early history of the test 
firings of the German V-2 rock- 
ets- ‘was replete with failures. 
Herman Goering was, asked to 
witness one. On this occasion 
the missile burned out on its/ 
pad and conyinced Goering that 
it was no good. The failure in 
the demonstration led Goering 
to regard as wasted the money 
and effort put into it, delaying 
its perfection and manufacture 
until near the end of the war.

A member of the economic 
organization said the British- 
owned Ottoman Bank probably 
will be allowed to merge with 
some Egyptian bank because it 
has few branches and is not so 
important to Egyptian financial 
life as Barclays. 

The organization member 
said the only American bank in

Macmillan was expected to 
discuss the Middle East prob- 
lem with St. Laurent point by 
point, particularly concerning 
UNEF, and attempt to form a 
joint plan of action to be put

About Amendment No. 1 


Setting aside for the moment varying de- 
grees of competence and of devotion to work, 
how much is a legislator worth? What should 
his annual salary be? 

The proposed constitutional amendment to 
be voted on April 2 sets the figure at $300 a 
month or $3600 a year. Surely that is not too 
much for the men who make the state’s laws 
and control the spending of its money. Just as 
surely the present salary of $1500 a year is 
grossly inadequate if men of genuine ability 
are to be attracted to Jefferson City. So the 
citizens who judge the servant worthy of his 
hire will approve the amendment. 

They should know, however, that the amend- 
ment, if approved, also would give the legislators 
travel expenses to and from Jefferson City once 
a week, instead of once a year. And it would 
not deo away with the present $10 per diem. 

The total payment to a legislator, of course, 
cannot be exactly stated. It would depend on 
the length of a session and his attendance. But 
it is sure to be more than $3600—and some of 
the backers of the amendment have not been 
frank enough to say so. 

There also is a touch of guile in the way this 
proposition is being submitted to the voters at 
a special election, instead of at the next general 
election. According to politician’s logic—which 
is based on much experience in matters of this 
kind—a special election as a rule means a rela- 
tively small turn-out at the polls with those in 
favor of a proposal being most likely to vote. 
Thus the amendment has a better chance of 
adoption on the first Tuesday in April than it 
would have later. Incidentally, this also in- 
volves the expense of a state-wide election. 

The special election also means that the pres- 
ent members of the Legislature will benefit by 
adoption of the amendment. This violates the 
sound policy against allowing incumbents to in- 
crease their own salaries. 

The worst impression current in Jefferson 
City, however, is that this amendment has been 
put ahead of almost everything else. Pending 
legislation is being pushed along at a pace any 
self-respecting snail or tortoise would scorn. 
Could it be that the fate of much legislation de- 
pends on how hard its sponsors work for the 
amendment? Or at least on their saying nothing 
in opposition to it? ' 

One way of looking at the amendment is to 
calculate that it will cost the taxpayers $57,300 
a month in legislative salaries instead of only 
$23,875. ‘(And these figures do not include 
dally allowances and travel expenses.) This 
approach actually is not fair to the legislator. 

The bill is so high because Missouri sends 
191 legislators to Jefferson City—34 Senators 
and 157 Representatives. Surely so mafy are 
not needed. A smaller number would not only 
cut the cost, but might well expedite the work 
of the Legislature. Under the present system, 
there often are too many cool:s. About this 
nothing eon be done new, but it is a thought 
to be kept in mind. A smaller Lezgisicture 
might command even betier remuneration than 
is authorized by the pending amendment. 

Better remuneration, of course, ought to mean 
better men in the State Capitol. But even if 
nothing is ever done about the size of the Leg- 
islature, its work is worth more than Missouri- 
ans now pay to have it done. So the amendment 
should be adopted. And it would be gratifying 
if after its adoption more legislators resolved 
to be worthy of their hire.

That must have ap- 
pealed to some of those who were not too 
stunned by the locked door to appreciate this 
kindness. It must have meant a good deal to 
some of those who had worked 20 and even 30 
years for the M-K-T to find they had not been 
completely forgotten, And what assurance of 
security would there be about a job in Denison? 
Would more calloused treatment be in store?

A salutary new control over the purse will 
be obtained by Congress if it enacts legislation 
to make the federal budget more manageable. 

The proposed reform would enable Congress 
to keep its hands on funds appropriated for 
long-range projects—chiefly military—and to 
review the projects annually. At present control 
passes from Congress’s hands once the approrri- 
ation is voted, and the Executive depariments 
have billions to spend as they see fit. 

President Eisenhower has recommended the 
change. So have the chief financial officers 
of his Administration—Secretary of the Treas 
ury Humphrey, Budget Director Brundage and 

‘ Comptroller General Campbell. 

The second presidential Commission on Or- 
ganization of the Executive Branch, headed by 
former President Hoover, urged the reform. It 
is supported by Senators Kennedy of Massachu- 
setts, Payne of Maine, Byrd of Virginia, and 47 
of their colleagues, a majority of the United 
States Senate. — 

Technical merits of the proposal have been 
attested by the American Institute of Account- 
ants and the Comptrollers Institute. 

The portion of the current budget on which 
this new legislation would enable Congress to 
place effective controls is estimated at $50,- 
000,000,000 or five sevenths of the whole.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 26 
A bill authorizing Missouri 
counties to construct and equip 
nursing homes to provide mod- 
ern, fireproof residences for the 
aged was tentatively approved 
by the Senate today: 

The bill, introduced by Sena- 
tor Omer H. Avery (Dem.), 
Troy, following the Warrenton 
nursing home fire last month 
in which 72 persons were killed, 
authorizes counties to issue rev- 
enue or general obligation 
bonds to finance such projects. 

Before advancing the meas- 
ure, the Senate adopted a com- 
mittee + sponsored amendment 
strengthening the proposal. Un- 
der the amendment, counties 
also would have the power to 
acquire sites for nursing homes, 
and would be permitted, if 
deemed advisable, to lease the 
homes for operation by non- | 
profit charitable or service or- | 
ganizations. 

Provisions on Bonds. 

Under provisions of existing 
laws, general obligation bonds 
issued for the construction of 
nursing homes would have to 
be approved by a two-thirds 
popular vote. Revenue bonds 
could be issued by action of the 
county court or county council 
without a vote of the people. 

Purpose of the bill is to pro- 
vide a means for construction of 
modern homes for the aged to 
replace older structures now 
used for nursing homes, in 
which fire hazards exist. It is 
also designed to provide addi- 
tional facilities to take care of 
the expected increase in the 
number of persons requiring 
nursing home care. 

The Senate also advanced a 
bill reducing the penalty for 

publishing, distributing and sell- 
ing obscene literature from a 
felony to a misdemeanor. 

Senator John W. Joynt (Dem.), 
St. Louis, a sponsor of the bill, 
said prosecutors have found it 
virtually impossible to obtain 
convictions under the present 
law, which provides a penalty 
of two to five years’ imprison- 
ment. The bill, as amended by 
the Senate today, fixes punish- 
ment at a fine of $100 or a sen- 
tence up to one year in jail, or 
both 


Merit Pian Pay Rises. 


Merit system salary increases 
for 7500 state civil service em- 
ployes 
only with the approval of the 
Governor, under a bill tenta- 
tively approved by the Senate 
yesterday. 

The measure, backed by 
Gov. James T. Blair as a means 
of providing greater budgetary 
control, also would require the 
comptroller to certify that suf- 
ficient funds were available to 
pay higher salaries. 

Under the present system, 
the state personnel advisory | 
board, which administers the | 
state merit system, has the 
power to fix the pay of civil | 
service employes. This has 
been criticized as a restriction 
of the Legislature’s right to 
control state. expenditures. 

Legislators have complained 
that state departments frequent- 
ly ask for deficiency allotments 
to cover merit system pay in- 
creases, Unless such supple- 
mental appropriations are voted, 
the departments would have to 
fire some employes to have 
enough money to pay the re- 
quired salaries. 

The proposed new measure 
dées not specify how long the 
Governor might wait before act- 
ing on salary increases, nor 
does it spell out what, if any, 
criteria, other than budgetary, 
might influence his decision. 

Gov. Blair reported the state 
personnel advisory board told 
him it would not oppose the 
bill, after he assured it that 
the measure was not designed 
to weaken the merit - system 
law but to stabilize the state 
budget. The Senate is expected 
to pass the bill and send it to 
the House next week. 

Two St. Louis salary increase 
proposals also were advanced in 
the Senate yesterday. One 
would increase the pay of 
Judges Louis Comerford and 
David Fitzgibbon of the court 
of criminal correction from 
$10,000 to $14,000 a year, the 
pay now received by circuit 
judges in St. Louis. 

The other would raise the 
pay of 49 employes in the li- 
cense collector's office, whose 
salaries are fixed by state 
statute. The pay rises, aggre-

HOUSE 6.0.P. 
FAVORS TAX AND 
SPENDING. CUTS 


WASHINGTON, March 26 
(UP)—House Republicans voted 
unanimousig today to seek a 
“sharp reduction” in federal 
spending and a tax cut “as soon 
as practicable.” 

The Republicans, at.a confer- 
ence, went on record for a 
“crusade of economy” in all 
bratiches of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

Representative Charles 8B. 
Hoeven of Iowa, conference 
chairman, said the group ap- 
proved without dissent a reso- 
lution deploring the “continted 
high rate of federal spending,” 
and calling for a new economy 
drive, a balanced budget, a re- 
duction in the national debt, 
and—when practicable—a tax 
cut. 

No date was set for the tax 
cut. Hoeven said the group 
“hoped” this could take place 
next year. 

House Republican leader Jo- 
seph W. Martin Jr. of Massa- 
chusetts said Republicans had 
no intention of jecpardizing 
“legitimate, important” federal 
services; but a search would be 
made for possible economies 
throughout the Government. 

The Republican resolution 
said Americans and Congress 
“are deeply comcerned at the 
continued high rate of federal 
spending, which continues to 
deprive them of adequate and 
prompt relief from high taxa- 
tion.” It said Republican House 
members believed “a sharp re- 
duction is essential in the high 
level of Federal Government 
spending.”

House Unit Studies Complaints 
Of Abuse at Soldiers’ Home

JEFFERSON CITY, March 26 
—A special House subcommittce 
went to St. James today to 
investigate complaints that pa- 
tients in the Federal Soldiers’ 
Home there have been mis- 
treated. 


The complaints are based on 
affidavits, some made by em- 
ployes, which included allega- 
tions that patients were sub- 
jected to abusive language and; 
| on occasion, given bad food, 
_ causing illness. 


The Federal Soldiers’ Home 
now has 83 men and 85 women 
as patients, almost all of them 
elderly. The institution is open 
to disabled and indigent war 
veterans, and indigent wives, 
widows and mothers of veterans. 


Representative Joseph W. 
Martino (Dem.), St. Louis, chair- 
man of the House Appropria- 
fions Committee, said the sub- 
committee was named to look 
into the complaints before the 
larger committee approves ap- 
propriations for the home for 
the next fiscal year. 


The institution has requested 
,561 for operating purposes 

for the year beginning July 1. 
Representative Paul Amick 
(Dem.) of Hayden told the Post- 
Dispatch that about 30 affidavits 
were obtained from employes 
and patients regarding alleged 


mistreatment. These complaints 
were received as a result of an 
unannounced visit with a sub- 
committee of the House Military 
and Veterans Affairs Committee 
paid to the Home recently. 


Amick, who was a member of 


the latter subcommittee, said 
State Representatives were told 
of an instance in which patients 
suffered ptomaine poisoning 
from eating sandwiches served 
to them. There were no allega- 
tions of physical mistreatment.

The "Medical Manager’ 


By Peter J. Steincrohn, M.D. 


HAVE just received a release 

from the American College of 

Surgeons which is important 
enough to publicize. It is about 
the proper functions of the fam- 
ily physician. The release is 
based on a message by Dr. Paul 
R. Hawley, director, The Ameri- 
can College of Surgeons. 


For example, he writes: “The 
family physician should be the 
medical manager. His responsi- 
bilities are not limited to diag- 
nosis and therapy. It is his 
duty to protect the family’s 
purse as well as its health; and 
when consultants must be 
called, or.a hospital bed pro- 
vided, he should exert every ef- 
fort to insure that the charges 
therefore are consistent with 
the financial status of the fam- 


Dr. Hawley also pointed out 
that only the family physician 
is qualified to understand all 
the conditions that may affect 
the patient. Family tensions, 
financial difficulties, and other 
situations which exert a psycho- 
logical impact on the patient 
are all factors in illness. Knowl- 
edge of such factors can be ac- 
quired only through close asso- 


the only one who can develop 
this relationship. . 


I HAVE often said in this 
column that a good doctor needs 
large ears before he can deserve 
that description. He needs to 
be patient and listen with sym- 
pathy to the tribulations of his 
patients. Otherwise he will 
often miss the diagnostic and 
therapeutic boat. 


Is it any wonder that so many 
people still talk of the good old 
days when the old family doctor 
Was also friend and adviser? 
decry the age of specializa-

ness in the family with courage 
and perserverance; he was not 


only trying to save a patient, 
he was trying to save a friend. 

Where are they today? Are 
there any left? I think you 
will find them in the small 
towns and villages; and also in 
the cities. But their numbers 
are not legion, they have been 
thinned by the age of special- 
ization.

HOWEVER, I MUST warn 
you not to fall into the error 
of calling doctors either black 
or white. The classification is 
not so easy. Every general 
practitioner is not a good friend 
and untiring adviser to his pa- 
tients. Nor is every specialist 
like a cold clam who has no 
interest in his patient other 
than as a diagnostic riddle. 


It is evident that it all de- 
pends upon the man behind the 
doctor’s shingle. I have known 
so-called family doctors who 
fell far short of what your def- 
inition would be of a fine doc; 
tor. And I have worked with 
specialists who were as human 
and sympathetic as any doctor 
who ever carried a little black 


bag. 

Therefore, I believe that ALL 
doctors — specialists or other- 
wise—should consider carefully 
the advice of Dr. Hawley. 

When patients come to us 
with their miseries and trou- 
bles, they are, however, bright 
and learned, as little children 
who take their parents’ hand 
when they cross the street. They 
entrust to us their lives and the 
future of their family. 


There is no reason that I 
know of—except outright dis- 
interest—why a specialist, as 
well as his colleague the gen- 
eral practitioner, can’t be 
FRIEND as well as DOCTOR 
to his patient. 

What I have kept telling 
my internes and associates over 
the years seems more important 
now than r: “Keep remind- 
that you are treat- 
ing human beings—and not 
guinea pigs in a laboratory.” 

Once that philosophy be- 
comes a part of the physician 
he will always be—as Dr. Haw- 
ley hopes—a good “medical 
manager.”
